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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

2. Misnumbered claim 1 been renumbered as claim 2. Originally filed claim 1 was canceled 
by applicant's amendment of January 3, 2006. 

3. Claim 2 is objected to because of the limitations "the battery" and "the rocker arm 
switch" in part (f) of the claim. The limitation "the battery" lacks antecedent basis and should 
changed to — a battery — . With respect to the limitation "the rocker arm switch", it is unclear to 
which rocker arm switch it refers, or if it refers to both. If it refers to both rocker arm switches it 
should be amended accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gmeiner et al 
("Gmeiner", U.S Patent No. 4,652,768). Gmeiner discloses a system to control a child safety 
lock comprising two child safety locks (abstract, lines 2-3), two electric motors (abstract, line 6), 
one for each lock, to move the child safety locks into engaged or disengaged positions, an 
electronic display system (8) comprising two LED's (column 3, lines 44-45) to indicate the 
status of the child safety lock mechanism, and circuit wires. Gmeiner also discloses two rocker 
arm switches (2.1, 3.1), to control each safety lock. The electric motor is attached to the child 
safety lock, and relay switch (4, 5) is attached to each electric motor. One end of the circuit wire 
is attached to a battery (inherent), indicator switch (9), and LED, and the other end of the circuit 
wire is attached to a rocker arm switch (1). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed January 3, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has not submitted separate arguments that specifically address the 
rejections based on Gmeiner compared to the claims of the present invention. Examiner notes 
the discussion of prior art that has been incorporated into the amended specification. In this 
discussion, applicant notes that the present invention allows use of the system with an n-p-n or p- 
n-p grounded vehicle, credits the use of a relay switch for providing this use. Applicant further 
notes that Gmeiner is used only for p-n-p situations. Examiner notes this discussion of how the 
system is used is an intended use of the system and is not claimed. Even if it were claimed, the 
structure of the system must differentiate it from the prior art to be patentable. Gmeiner shows 
the use of relay switches (4, 5) that meet the limitations of the claimed relay switches.
